LONDON,, Wednesday, June 42.—T 
announcement that the King had op- 
proved the appointment of Attorney 
Géneral Sir Rufus Isaacs to be a mem- 
ber of the Cabinet creates a precedent, 
inasmuch as he is the first Attorney 
General ever included in the Cabinet. 

The, chief. ministerial! whip ™.author- 
izes the statement that the, appoint- 
ment is entirely personal to Sir Rufus, 
and is not intended necessarily to bea 
permanent arrangement. 

One explanation of the appointment

PERTH AMBOY, N. J., June 11.—The 
streets. of this town are filled to-night 
with special policemien and detectives sum. 
moned. from New York, in addition to the: 
réguiar police, ana between them and the 
several thousana” men who quit work 
to-day in five of the big factory plants 
of the town there have already been 
several clashes.“*-More mén are expected 
to go on strike to-morrow, and the police 
and city. officials are filled ‘with unrest 
at the prospect, for the strikers have 
shown thémselves unruly and ready for 
violence. “The men demand a 15 per cent. 
increase in pay, and half time extra for 
overtime work. 

Attacks were made to-night on several 
officers and workmen of the factories, and 
windows in all the plants. were smashed 
by sticks and stones thrown by the mob.

METHODISTS FIGHT DIVORCE. 


Chicago Preachers Decide to be More 
Careful in Remarriages. 


CHICAGO,. June 11.—Methodist preach- 
érs of Chicago have agreed ‘that here- 
after they will not marry divorced ‘per- 
sons who refuse. to. grant ten days for 
the examination of their records, These 
preachers believe that this precaution | 
will tend to lessen the number of di- 
voroes. 

This was decided on yesterday after 
the. Rev, Francis Miner Moody of San 
Franeis¢o, Field Secretary, of the Call- 
fornia State Commission of Marriage 
and Divorce, had told the’ clergymen 
that 100,000 divorces have been granted 
in the United States in the last year, 
this ‘being séven times as many as were 
granted in. Europe.. Divorce, since 1870, 
has increased three and a half times as 
rapidly as the population, said Mr. 
Moody. 

"Vigo County, Indiana, holds the di- 
vorce record, having more separations on 
its books than Reno, Nev. Illinois is 
worse than South Dakota and California 
is the worst State in the Union,” he said.

LONDON, June il-—In casting 
around for something to occupy his 
spare time profitably, Lord .Camoys, 
who last ‘year married Miss Mildred 
Sherman.of New ‘York, has identified 
himself with-the pure food reform 
movement.and ‘has elected Chair- 
man of the Exeantive Committee of the 
Pure Food. and Health Society. 

In a talk with Tam New Yore Tras 
correspondent'to-day Lord Camoys said 
that the pure food laws {of America 
started his interest in ne matter. 
While there he noticed a jong other 
things that milk was received in’ sealed 
bottles. instead-of the dirty, old-fash- 
ioned milk cans which are-prevalent in 
England. He continued: 

“We hope*to change conditions here 
radically, and with this. view “have 
written every member ofParliament, 
soliciting his interest. We are going to 
havea meeting at the House of Com- 
mons.in two weeks’ time, at which we 
e that a private bill shall 
be introd and. passed by Parlia- 
ment, modeled on the lines of the 
American food laws, which are so far 
in advance of our antiquated provisions. 

“It ought to be a Government bill, 
but the Government is.so involved with 
the big interests that we have to fight 
that it dares not do anything. John 
Burns has a pure food reform dill. which 
he introduces year after year, but it 
never gets beyond a promise, so we 
are going to try to take the bull by the 
horns. 

“Our idea is to get the Government 
to establish a permanent court of refer- 
ence which shall have charge of all 
matters pertaining to- foodstuffs.” 

Lord Camoys said that food reform 
was a question of extreme urgency for 
the health of the nation, when one 
thinks of meat being exposed to dust 
and flies for hours in stores before it is 
sold, to say nothing of bread, which is 
delivered unwrapped daily by men 
whose-hands very often look as if ‘they 
had not been washed for weeks, 

Another leaf which Lord Camoys 
wants to take from the American pute 
food book isto make it compulsory to 
print»on all the labels of canned and 
bottled foods and patent medicines the 
specific quantities of chemicals con- 
tained.

CABINET MOVE BY WIRELESS. 


Udieburn Out and. ‘Ghd. Haldane In While 

Asquith Continues His Cruise.

LONDON, June 11.—Lord Loreburn’s 
resignation as Lord High Chancellor 
and-Lord Haldane’s acceptance of the 
post ‘were arranged: by wireless, which 
is probably the first time in history 
that such an event was conducted in 
that manner.

‘Mediterranean When Lord Loreburn 
wrote resigning his post, and his letter 
was transmitted by wireless. In a sim- 
dlar way errangement were concluded 
with Lord Haldane by wireless to'take 
the vacant place.

THE ARMY BILL. 

The vote of the Senate on the Army 
Appropriation bill, with various ques- 
tionable, amendments, including the 
one legislating Major Gen. Lionarnp 
‘Woop out of his office as Chief of 
Staff, was not partisan. Whatever 
blame may be attached to this meas- 
ure, and Tue Tres has opposed dt 
from the first because’ of the 
personal motive inspiring this par- 
ticular amendment, must be shared by 
both parties alike. As Senator Roor 
said, in opposing the passage of the 
bill, “the ‘provision could not better 
“accomplish its purpose if it read that 
“after the Sth of March no man whose 
“initials are L. W. sball be Chief of 

“Btaff.” No amount of sophistical ar- 
gument, no.consideration of the char- 
acter and services of members of both | 
houses who have been instrumental in 
this legislation, can justify it. It is 
not to be excused by the fact that Gen. 
Woon’s rapid advancement in the 
army after the Spanish war was not 
justified by precedent. He has been a 
good officer, ‘has borne his faculties 
meekly, and has served with zeal and 
distinction as.Chief of Steff, and he 
should have been permitted to con- 
tinue his service, This is a petty piece 
of persecution. 

Another of the Hay amendments ac- 
cepted by the Senate takes out of the 
hands of the President, who is Com- 
mander in Chief of the army, and 
his War Secretary, the work of reor- 
ganizing the army posts, abandoning 
some no longer useful and others that 
have never been useful, and concen- 
trating the forces at a few central 
points, and places this responsibility 
in the hands of a board composed of 
members of Congress and retired army 
officers. By this means, it is said, 
Fort Russell, an expensive and badly 
situated post in Wyoming, which has 
already cost $4,600,000, will be re- 
tained. This post, far from lines of 
communication and from cheap mar- 
kets, and inadequately ‘supplied with 
water, has been a hobby of Senator 
WarRrnn of Wyoming, Chairman - of 
the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs. Local “interests” clamor for 
the continuance of all the army posts. 
It seems that a coherent and econom- 
foal plan of army reform designed by 
Secretary Srimson has been defeated. 
Though party lines were obliterated in 
the Senate’s vote, it cannot be said 
that the army has been taken out of 
politics. 


HOME RULE FOR CITIES. 

At the third conference of Mayors of 
cities in this State, now in session at 
Utica, New York fs for the first time 
represented, and by an important dele- 
gation. Buffalo and Rochester are also 
taking part for the first time. The 
conferences are a sensible and practical 
method of co-operation for the common 
advantage, Not only are the delegates 
from all parts of the State; and fram 
cities of various sizes, but they bring to 
bear on their work an intimate knowl- 
edge of the ways, mostly poor, in which 
the business of their respective com- 
munities. is transacted. The natural 
and inevitable tendency of spinion 
among them is toward a greater degree 
of independence and responsibility in 
each city. ‘This can be had only under 
a general law laying down the princi- 
ples of city administration, and the 
conferences help obviously in supplying 
information as to differing conditions 
which must be carefully considered in 
the framing of such a law, | 

A report ‘has been submitted by the 
Executive Committee of the conference, 
signed by Mayor Jonn K. Sacum of 
Poughkeepsie, SAMUEL A. Lewisonn, 
and R. 8. Brinxerp of New York, 
which lays down some of these princi- 
ples as follows:

The principles submitted in the report 
are not in the nature of short cuts at 
afl. On the contrary, they assume on 
the part of the citizens of a municipal- 
ity a deliberate and well-reasoned de- 
sire to have the affairs of their city 
well cared for, and a willingness to 
choose and trust capable men to care 
for them and to give to these enough 
time and power to compass their task. 
Then, and this is.a matter of extreme 
importance, it’ is assumed that these 
agents, thus empowered, will be held to 
a rational responsibility. In other 
words, business ideas, as intelligent 
business’ men practice them | in; their 
own interest, are to be applied to pub- 
lic business, 

‘We have in the City of New York a 
partial application of these principles. 
In the Board of Dstimate we have three 
officers chosen by the voters of the city 
at large and the Presidents bf the bor- 
oughs, each chosen by the voters of his 
borough. It is in’ some respects a 
clumsy boty, clumsily selected. But it 
holds the purse strings, and in connec- 
tion with that function has consider- 
able collateral powers. The exercise of 
the prime function of the board and of 
the collateral powers involved has tend- 
ed to dévelop in the members of the 
board a sense of broad responsibility 
quite unprecedented in our municipal 
history. The result is that we have 
had under the present administration a 
kind and degree of progress with which 
we have in the past been unfamiliar. 
When the time comes for a new char- 
ter for New York, whether by special 
act or under a general law, we venture 
to think that the experience we have 
had will have a good deal of weight 
and .that whatever changes are made 
will be in the direction of increased 
power and responsibility. We have 
learned that a fair degree of these at- 
tracts able men, and that in the use of 
the power and in the. consciousness of 
the responsibility these men tend to 
become stronger, more. faithful, and 
more competent. 

— — 
RECOIL OF THE RECALL. 

Those who are pressing the demand 
of the people to rule naturally think 
that the people will rule the way of 
those who are urging the reform. But 
it will not always and infallibly act 
that way, as a recent incident shows. 
Hoquiam,’ Washington, ‘has. just re- 
talled its clergyman Mayor for no bet- 
ter reason than that he assoclated him- 
self with the Industrial Workers of the 
World in their fight against the Ho- 
quiam sawmills. The merits of that 
dispute are not known here, but the In- 
dustrial Workers of the World are 
known, and it would seem that the con- 
gregation of the Rev. Harry Ferauson 
might take notice of his advocacy of 
that form of uplift which consists in 
attacks on capital because it is capital, 
and not in checking the abuses of capi- 
talism. 

The clergyman who associates himself 
with men like Harwoop has much to 
explain regarding the sanity of his in- 
tellectuals as well as his morals. The 
chief point is not the personal one, but 
the disclosure that the recall may oper- 
ate against the friends of the rule of 
the people-as well as for them. As 
matter of experience the recall will 
prove to be a useful means of checking 
the abuses of the rule of the people 
when the result naturally to be expect- 
ed becomes apparent. -But it fs hardly 
an argument for the recall that it reme-~ 
dies the abuses caused by the initiative 
and the referendum. Prevention is 
better than cure. 








RARE BOOKS AND PAINTINGS. 

While economic conditions are unset- 
tled throughout the world and trade is 
supposed to be suffering, there seems 
to be no lack of money to expend on 
luxuries. Ruecnwavtz’s “Salome” has 
been sold to an art dealer, who surely 
expects to sell it again in America, for 
fourteen times the price it might have 
been bought for only a few years ago. 
The receipte of the Doucet gale of 
paintings and art treasures in Paris 
within the last fortnight approximated

It is a free 
usé of the public’s money, of course, 
and in a more wisely governed commu- 
nity would ‘be frowned-upon. But fu- 
nerala are serious matters, and the leg- 
islators ‘who attend them are out of 
mischief for the time being. The ex- 
penditure of $5,600 in 1906 for the spe- 
celal train which took representatives 
of the Legislaturé to Chautauqua to at · 
tend the funeral of Speaker Nrxron, and 
the comfort of its passengers, seems ex- 
travagant. But it must be remembered 
that the train was well filled, and the 
passengers had to be fed. 

It is generally admitted that the 
wages of our State legislators are not 
large. For thoroughly competent, well- 
informed, patriotic men, willing to con- 
centrate well-ordéted minds on the 
State’s business, they would be small 
In the circumstances they are high 
enough. The revelation from Albany 
of the cost of legislative and State fu- 
nerals indicates that the Legislature 
costs-much more than the wages of its 
members. But we knew that before. 
The fuferals, after alf, are a small part 
of the extra expense.

THE FLOOD SUFFERERS’ FUND. 

Within a few days. the New York 
fund for the sufferers from the Missis- 
sippi floods has been increased, through 
the various agencies receiving subscrip- 
tions, to more than $40,000, but New 
Yorkers should not be content until 
their contribution to the support of the 
homeless people of the flooded districts 
has reached three or four times that 
sum. The money that has been thus 
far received will soon be gone: A few 
thousands do not,go far in providing 
shelter, food, and medicines for ‘many 
thousands, and new homes must be 
built for them, new cattle bought, dam- 
aged farms put in order and reculti- 
vated before they can hope to support 
themselves. 

The States affected by the floods are 
giving all the aid théy can. The Red 
Cross people are working heroically to 
succor the distressed and. ward off 
sickness. To New York’s acknowledged 
generosity the whole country looks for 
aid in times of great trouble.

MOVING PICTURES. 

Of what use is the proposed Folks 
ordinance to regulate moving pictures? 
What though it defines clearly proper 
requirements as to construction, light- 
ing, ventilation, and heating, and con- 
centrates responsibility in the License 
Bureau, instead of distributing it be- 
tween four or more city departments? 
The City Club and other estimable so- 
cleties have approved all this. But 
they will search in vain in the text * 
the ordinance for a provision applying’ 
save in minor particulars, to motion 
picture theatres now in operation. It 
revokes no licenses, but applies to the- 
atres hereafter to be licensed.

Mr. Ely’s explanation brought out very 
little information beyond the confirma- 
tion of the fact that the Stock Exchange 
ras a rule prohibiting its members from 
having communication with the mem- 
bers of the Consolidated Exchange, or 
from transacting business with them. 
The purpose of the rule is. to prevent 
quotations from being sent to the Con- 
solidated, but the rule is worded very 
broadly. Most of the questions Mr. Ely 
answerea by saying that he didn’t know. 
He declined to identify a printed volume 
as the report’ of the Horace White .Com- 
mittee. which investigated the Exchange 
several years ago. When he was oe 
about the Consolidated: he said he —— 
know anything about it. When asked 
his “impression” as to-its relative size el 
said he was thefe “to tell facts, not 
to give impressions.’’ He finally admitted 
that it wasn’t as big as the Stock HEx- 
change. 

He didn’t know whether members were 
permitted to deal in stocks not listed. on 
the Stock Exchange. He din’t know 
whether practically all the great inter- 
State corporations are listed on the Ex- 
change. When asked about some of the 
rules, he said it was a foolish question, 
as Mr. Untermyer had a copy of the 
book containing the rules. 

“Anything in the book is gospel?” 
asked Mr. Untermyer: 

“It is, so far as I'm concerned,” was 
the reply. 

Mr. Ely said he had -never stopped to 
consider whether the regulations were 
reasonable, as it didn’tvconcern him. » He 
didn’t know what stocks were listed on 
the Consolidated.

Like the House bill,;the Senate measure 
provides for.the fixing of canal tolls by 
the.

$600 a year for boarding school teachers, and 
$72 a month for ten months in the year for day 
school. teachers. Each applicant is required 
to furnish with the application’ medical tcer- 
tificate. showing. him or hér to be in good 
health. No person will. be appointed who is 
unable to speak the English language. Quar- 
ters are usually. provided for the employes, .and 
are assigned by the Superintendent of the 
school, bus at some of the schools the accom- 
modations are limited, and two or more per- 
sons.must occupy one,room, so that employes 
with families may be required to content them- 
selves. with space accordingly.
